(vunpow  der  has  Itciuli  ly  developed  aa 
no-chan ical  skill  wjnstructod  better  and 
better  weapon*  inV'hich  to  use  it,  uu- 
nntil  today  it  has  readied  a  perfection 
of  manufacture  fCk  various  purpi^es 
which  allow  s  its  effects  to  be  foretold 
iu  any  weapon,  eveh  to  the  time  it  takes 
a  grain  to  bum  Amt  to  the  distance  it 
Will  drive  a  shot.

chiefly  in  India  find  Chime  Sulphur, 
too.  is  found  iu  a  Maturnl  state  iu  many 
volcanic  countries  like  Sicily,  while, 
as  is  well  known,  Aarcoal  is  made  from 
wood  or  woody  Abstains*!  by  heating 
them  almost  to  «  burning  heat  in  an 
airtight  vessel,  tljja.s  driving  off  every¬ 
thing  iu  tin  ui  bufcorti  bou- 

8alt[*'ter,  sulptthr  and  charcoal  are 
still  the  only  ingredients  of  the  gnn- 
powdir  iu  comma*  use,  although  a  uew 
gunpowder  made  Of  different  materials 
is  undergoing  successful  experiment.  A 
mixture  of  saltpefier  and  charcoal  alone 
would  form  an  ejplutare,  and  sulphur 
added  chiefly  fjb  make  it  plastic  or 
capable  of  being  Creased  into  cakes  and 
•hapos.  All  three  ^ngmlieuts  have  to  be 
purified  by  the  rfiost  careful  chemical 
skill  before  they  are  combined.  Then 
an  exact  proportion  of  each  has  to  be 
measured  out  ac«brding  to  the  kind  of 
powder  to  bo  maA*. 

For  tbe  gnupoWder  generally  used  you 
would  find  in  evAy  100  pounds,  if  you 
could  separate  the  ingredients,  75 
pounds  of  saltpeter,  13  pounds  of  char¬ 
coal  and  10  pouxlds  of  sulphur,  but  it 
would  be  almost  impossible  to  separate 
the  ingredients,  ^yr  they  are  not  merely 
mixed  together, fib  you  might  mix  pop 
per  and  salt.  bA  they  are  ground  and 
rolled  and  fitirrM  and  pressed  together 
by  gpecial  machines  until  they  are  al- 
most  sufficient!'  United  to  form  a  sin¬ 
gle  new  sobstaiiMii 

This  mixiivt  jDficess  is  called  tritn- 
ratiun,  and  the  ^powder  is  thus  made 
into  tho  form  of  'big  flat  cakes,  called 
press  cakes,  an*  then  broken  up  and 
screened  into  grains  of  special  9izes,  or 
ground  to  the  fii#$  powder  used  for  shot¬ 
guns  and  revolves.  The  large  grained 
powders  are  stiliinrther  stirred  together 
until  tbe  grains  fl|come  highly  glazed, 
and  these  are  caked  cannon  powders.  A 
lighted  match  mfijr  be  held  to  a  grain  of 
cannon  powder  ahd  it  will  be  found  al¬ 
most  impossible  K  st  it  ou  fire,  bnt 
ouct>  ignited  it  flfifiht  s  off  very  suddenly 
and  violently. — '^heu tenant  John  M.
